How the English Were Massacred in Ca- 
bul—Only One Man Esoaped-—P. A. 
Ashmore’s Account of Af- 
ghanistan. 


The recent insurrection in Afghanistan, 
with the impending destruction of the English 
troops under command of Gen. Roberts, has 
caused considerable excitement in England. 
It is feared that the present year will witness 
a repetition ef the horrors that occurred in 
that country during the Afghanistan war of 
1842. At that time Gen. Elphinstone and his 
army of several thousands were almost totally 
annihilated by the treachery of the natives. 
The massacre took place after capitulating for 
the§ surrender of the English fort at Cabul 
and an express understanding with the enemy 
that the English troops should have safe 
transportation to Jellalabad. where Genera! 

Sale with a small army was heroically main- 
taining the flag. 

In spite of this agreement the English army 
was attacked by several of the wandering 
tribes, and but one man lived to reach Jella- 
labad in safety. At this latter posta siege 
was sustained from early in November until 
late in March, when the garrison was rein- 
forced by the division under command of 
General Polluck. The forces thus united de- 
feated the native insurgents and visited Ca- 
bul, the scene of the recent massacre, and 
dealt summary justice to those engaged in 
that dreadful affair. 

The telegraphic news from Afghanistan 
represents the danger as imminent, but, as 
new troops are being forwarded to the seat of 
war, it is expected that the threatened dan- 
ger may be turned to the advantage of the 


English arms. 
AN OLD VETERAN. 

Learning that a gentleman was in this city 
on a short visit who had, at one time in his 
life, been a member of the English army sta- 
tioned in Afghanistan, a reportcr was sent to 
ascertain his whereabouts and gain any infor- 
mation of that country which it might be in 
the power of the visitor to impart. 

After many unsuccessful efforts, the report- 
er finally ascertained that the name of the 
retired English dragoon was P. A. Ashmore, 
and that he was stopping on Pine street. 

With these data the gentleman was soon 
found and, after a statement of the object of 
the reportorial visit, gavea highly interest- 
ing account of his experience as a member of 
the English army in that ‘‘blasted country,’’ 
as he was pleased to denominate Afghanis- 


tan. 

Mr. Ashmore is a man fully sixty years old, 
with white bair and failing sight. He 1s 
erect in form and soldier-like im his carriage, 
and says it is due to his early life in the army. 
Ile is quite eloquent in his praise of the Eny- 
lish troops, considering them the best the 
world affords; but he deplores their use ana 
sacrifice in defending the supremacy of 
English rule in Afgbanistan. 

THE INSURRECTION. 

The following is the account which he gave 
of his career withthe English dragoons dis- 
patched from Punjab to reinforce the divisioa 
of Gen. Poliuck sent to the assistance of the 
besieged garrison at Jellalabaa: - 

Our regiment was stationed for a time with 
others during the latter part of 181 and the 
carly part of 1542 at Punjab, a fortress some 
distance from Cabul. Atthattime the com- 
munications between the differeat posts were 
imperfect even during peace, and tbis imper- 
fection was greatly increased by the insurree— 
tion which about this time made its appear- 
ance among the natives. JI was only a com- 
mon soldier, so of course was not informed of 
everything that transpired; but even the men 
inthe ranks knew thatthe forces up in the 
mountain districts were in great danger. 
It was generally understood that the natives 
would concentrate their forces at Cabul and 
engage the troops there stationed in battle be- 
fore any reinforcements could reach them. 
This of course was all rumor, as nothing ofti- 
cial had been received from Gen. Elphinstone, 
the commandant of that post, to confirm or 
deny the reported storming of Cabul. 

We remained at Punjab all winter, not 
knowing when we would be ordered or what 
moment our forces would be attacked. The 
reports of the troops at Cabul and Jellalabad 
received from native horsemen were uncertain 
and conflicting, and we never really knew 
the sad truth of the massacre of the former 
until we relieved the garrison at Jellalabad. 

TO RELIEVE THE BESIEGED. 

Along in the -early part of March, 1842, our 
troops were ordered to unite with Gen. Pol- 
luck’s forces and move on to the besieged gar- 
rison. 

We commenced the mirch on the 9th day of 
the month and did not arrive at Peshawur, 
where Gen. Polluck’s forces were awaiting 
us. until the 30th. The weather was dread- 
fully cold, and fully 2,000 of our men were 
more or less affected. Some had their handa 
frozen, others their feet, while almost every 
one in the entire command received a touch of 
the biting cold either in the shape of frost- 
bitten cars or frozen noses. The cold was so 
intense that it became dangerous to handle the 
cannon or the steel portions of the fire-arms, 
for in many cases the moisture 
from the hand would cause the flesh 
to adhere to the weapon, and perhaps have to 
be torn away by sheer main strength. Many 
became snow-blind as we proceeded up tne | 
mountains, and the suffering and mortality 
were very great. When we arrived at Gen. 
Polluck’s headquarters we found that he had 
about 2,000 of bis men in the hospitals, main- 
ly on account of the cold. In addition t6 this 
some of the regiments had openly refused to 
make their way through the Khyber Pass, 
which was a ‘narrowdefile in the mountain 
ranges that had to be traversed in reaching 
Jelalabad.

In fact, when we arrived there was a regu- 
lar mutiny among the regiments. Most of the 
Sepoys who constituted Gen. Wild’s sub-di- 
vision of the corps refused to advance through 
the Khyber Pass. We all knew the danger, 
but were determined to go to the rescue of 
our comrades at the vesieged town, if such 
Was among the vossible things. Our arrival 

seemed to encourage the htened troops who 
had opposed the advance. Indeed, we learned 
that — Polluck had beev obliged to wait 
at Peshawur for several weeks, ostensibly for 
reinforcements, while in reality it was tbis 
dliscovered mutiny that caused him to : 
pone the advance to the besieged fortress. 

1 tell you that mutiny business in that coun- 
try means more than the term would ordi- 
narily imply. If those reziments had desert- 
ed, the forces remaining, even with our own 
English soldiers, would not have been able to 
bold our own against the superior numbers. 
We could not have suved the Jellalabad com- 
rades, but would have been kept busy in get- 
| out with our own lives. 

ell, onthe night of the 3ist of March, 
1842, the sick and crippled soldiers havi 


out of the town and in the directiog of the 
noted mountain pass, many misgivings were 
entertained by even the old veterans as to the 
result of our meeting with the enemy. 
THROUGH THE KHUYBER PASS. 

We made that pass, though, and tanght the 
natives that English soldiers could defeat 
them even in their naturally fortified strong- 
hold of Khyber Pass. General Polluck dem- 
onstrated bis ability as a great officer in the 
manner in which.this was effected. The army 
was ordered to execute several flank move- 
ments on entering the defile, which they did 
in perfect style. In this manner the ap- 
proaches to the pass on every side were kept 
under cover and the least move of the enemy 
wos promptly replied to by a steady dis- 
charge of re arms. The entire army was 
safely carried througb with the regular bag- 
gage and stock and also an immense amount 
of luggage that was being conveyed to the be- 
sieged army at Jellalabad. 

Without fusther interruption we marched to 
where General Sale and his smal! force had been 
shutup atJellalabad for five long months. 
They were of course glad to see us, and such 
cheering and handshaking as occurred after we 
arrived at that garrison I uever saw before 
nor ever expect to see agalu. They were 
about giving up in despair,jas they thought 
the bome Government had given them up as 
lost. Knowing the great difficulties that must 
be passed in reaching their post, they hardly 
daredto hope that they would ever be re- 
lieved. So of course you will understand that 
we were welcome, andif they had had anv 
fatted culf it would have been saerificed in 
our honor that day. 

THE ONLY SURVIVOR. 

I saw Dr. Brydon, the onlv one of the sur- 
vivors of the Cabul massacre that reached 
Jellslabad in safety. Brydon detailed to us, 
as he had originally to the officers of the post, 
the dreadful surrender and its horrible con- 
sequences of the army at(abul. He said that 
fully 16,000 men were killed by exposure or 
slain by the Afghans after the capitulation of 
the fort on the 6th of January. Ille did not 
arrive at the garrisen of Jellalabad until the 
13th of that month, and was nearly dead with 
exposure and wounds. His reception on that 
day was thus described by one of the soldiers: 
The sentry on the ramparts, on looking out 
tobard the Cabul road, saw a solitary, white- 
faced horseman struggling on towards the 
fort. 

The word was passed and tbe tidings soon 
epread among the occupants of the garrison. 
Presently the ramparts were lined with ofli- 
cers and men busily engaged in watching the 
approaching man. Slowly and painfully, as 
though horse and rider were both overcome 
bv weakness and despair, the solitary figure 
advanced. The man leaned farward on the 
neck of the pony, us though he required 
such means to keep himscif upon the animal’s 
back. The scene presented caused a shudder 
and an undetinable dread to pass through the 
hearts of the anxious spectators. Few doubt- 
ed that he wasa bearer of: intelligence that 
would fill them with horror, as he appeared 
to be a messenger ofdeath. The cavalry was 
sentoutto meet him, and brought him iu 
wounded, exhausted and half dead. 

The news he imparted when able tocommu- 
nicate of the horrurs of the massacre justi- 
fied the predictions and feelings of those who 
saw him approach the fort. 

‘THE FORTIFICATIONS REBUILT. 

After the reception of the news, General 
Sale immediately commenced the erection of 
fortitications at Jellulabad, to withstand an 
uttack, as one Was soon anticipated. Forag- 
ing parties were sent out and provisions se- 
cured to last the garrisonin case ofa siege. 
The fortifications had hardly been completed 
when the great earthquake, which occurred 
on the 19th of February, entirely destroyed 
the basticns and purapets. Some of the 
houses were destroved and one of the officers, 
Colonel Monteith. was buried in the rubbish. 
Ile Was soon extricated, however, and nota 
life was lost. The fortifications were soon 
afterwards replaced. 

Speaking of this earthquake reminds me of 
a little incident that it caused at Punjab, 
where my regiment, under Col. Baker, was 
stationed at that time. A uumoper of us were 
inour quarters, and one of the party named 
Booth was about to téke a drop of grog. He 
had poured it out into a glass, and was raising 
it to his mouth, when a mysterious sound was 
heard, as of thunder, which appeared to 
come from the earth beneath us. Soon the 
ground began to tremble, and Booth’s hand 
shook so that the contents of the glass were 
thrown upon the floor. We rushed to our 
guns, not knowing what to make ot it, and, on 
going outside, saw houses tumbling down 
and everybody displaying the greatest excite- 
ment. It was soon over, however, and we 
returned to our quarters, after ascertaining 
that no one had been hurt and only a few 
houses demolished. Booth, on returning, 
stillbad the empty glass in his hand, and in- 
formed us that he was beastly sorrow he had 
to waste that drink of grog. 

Afew days after reaching Jellalabad our 
united forces defeated Akbar Khan. The vic- 
torious army then mercbed to Cabul, where 
it was joined by the army of Gen. Nott, the 
bero of Candahar. ‘The few prisoners temain- 
ing were recovered, and the great bazaar at 
Cabul was burned as a slight retaliation for 
the perfidy of the Afghans. On returning to 
Ferozepore,Dast Mahomed was released from 
confinement, and was again placed on the 
— and was succeeded by his son, Shere 

i. , 
In conclusion Mr. Ashmore gave it as his 
opinion that the people of Afganistap never 
knew when they were well off, but were 
treacherous and would always require a 
strong military force to keep them under sub- 
jection. The present outbreak he considered 
us conclusive proof of their treachery, only 
requiring a favorable opportunity to show it- 
self. He considered the country not worth 
the trouble and expense as well as the lives 
sacrificed to keep it under English rule.

Who hit Billy Patterson?’’ The dispatch 
was sent from New York,and runs as follows: 
Wm. H. Douglass, a journalist of St. Louis, 
Was yesterday held in $500 bail to keep the 
peace The offense of which he was accused 
was drawing a revolver on a waiter in a 
saloon in Union Square, and threatening to 
shoot him. The young manwas under the 
influence of liquor at the time, and it might 
have gone much harder with him had nota 
very beautiful young lady, who came to the 
Hurt in a coupe, begged fer bim, she taking 
blame upon herself as beingthe sole cause of 
his misfortune. It was learned that she is 
the daughter of a well-known Southern Judge, 
and that she and Douglass, being engaged to 
be married, were on their way to Europe by 
consent of her guardian, and were to be mar- 
ried after their arrival on the otherside.

Errors Throughout the 
City at Present Being Made,

The System of Numbering Now ein Use in 
St. Louis. 


Street Commissioner Turner, upon whom 
the duties of City Engineerdevolved ou the 
abolition of that office, is at present engaged 


inthe numbering of houses throughout the 
city, occasioned by the great improvements in 
cutting through streets and subdividing large 
strips of ground, that have been effected 
within the last dozen years. The difficulty of 
reaching a house, with the data usually 
given, can be greatly obviated 
by a simple system of numbering 
houses notwithstanding the complicated street 
construction St. Louisans at present enjoy. 
The plan under which the numbering of 
houses is established is set forth in the first 
section of ordinance No. 5,701 adopted in 
1865. 

Section 1—The numbering of all houses 
fronting on public streets in the city of 
St. Louis shall be in contormity to the foliow- 
ing rules, viz.: First—The odd numbers shall 
apply tothe north and west sides of the 
streets, andthe even numbers shall apply to 
tbe south and east sides of the streets. second 
—On allstreets running ina northwardly and 
southwardly direction, the numbering shall 
commence with number oue at Market street, 
and shall increase north and south at the rate 
of 100 numbers for each block, as nearlv as the 
vurying series of strects will permit of, thus: 
Arrenal street, Arrow street, Cuou- 
teau avenue, Market street, Franklin ave- 
nue, Cass avenue, Spring street, Salisbury 
street, and their continuations east and west, 
Shall be rectified lines ot uniformity in number- 
ing north and south. Third—On all streets 
running ina westwuardly direction the number- 
ing shall commence at the wharf, and stall in- 
crease going wertwardly at the rate of one 
hundred numbers for each block, eas nearly as 
the varying series of strcets will admitof,tuus: 
The whart, Third street, Ninth street, Four- 
teenth street, Jefferson avenue, Grand avenue, 
and their connections northwardlv and south- 
wardly, sball ve rectified lines ot uniformity in 
pumbering westwardly. Fourth—The general 
rule shall be that one nundred numbers shall 
represent esch block goiog westwardly from 
the wharf, anda like number for each block 
north and south of Market street. 

At the time of the adoption of this ordi- 
nance, the houses were generally numbered 
in accordance with its provisions in the central 
portion of the city,but in those portions where 
the streets were complicated, and where, for 
blocks, the places were unimproved, 
the numbering could not, without the expense 
of a survey, be correctly made. The work of 
renumbering. at present in progress, is but 
the enforcement of this ordinance. To make 
the necessary alteration in the numbering of 
houses, the Street Commissioner, after ascer- 
taining the correct one, addresses the follow- 
ing circular to the owner of the property, fill- 
ed out:

Your attention is called tothe fact 
that your house is not numbered in conform- 
ity with the provisions of ordinance No.5, 701. 
The correct number is —. You are hereby 
notified to correct your number, failing In 
which you will be liable to prosecution as 
provided in section 3, art. 2, chapt. 13, Revised 
Ordinances. ’’ 

The ordinances deem any one fail- 
ing to comply with the instructions in 
changing the numbers guilty of a misdemean- 
or, and upon 'the conviction thereof shall 
be fined not less than H nor more than $50 
for every offense.“ Already 200 notices have 
been issued from the Street Commissioner’s 
oflice in the City Hall to ‘he owners and ocecu- 
punts of houses on Argyle, Summit and Mont- 
rose avenues from Clark avenue to Gratiot 
street and the desired alterations made. 

Among the localities where the most chang- 
es will be made are the following: Gravois 
road from the intersection of Second Caron— 
delet avenue to the intersection of Arsenal 
street; Manchester road from Ewing avenue 
to Emma street; East Sixteenth street to 
Jefferson avenue; Grand avenue north to 
Anna or Sixteenth street; Chouteau avenue 
from Jefferson avenue west; Geyer avenue 
from Linn street to Jefferson avenue. Grand 
avenue, Which curves around the city, will be 
numbered from Broadway to Sixteenth as an 
east and west street, and from Sixteenth as 
a north and south street. In the district ly- 
ing between Cass avenue and Branch street 
innumerable changes will be necessary, as 
nere tbe streets are more complicated than in 
any other portion, and consequently there 1s 
u greater number of errors. Changes will 
also be made near the terminations of Pine 
and Olive, and those streets within a radius of 
a quarter of a mile from that point. But 
they will be comparatively few, as there are 
no misnumbered blocks in that portion. The 
step is a very necessary one and will go far 
towards simplifying things for both strangers 
and residents.

The efforts made for the 
1 of the inmates are beginning to 
tell with great effect, and the newsboys 
are becoming interested in the school 
and other work inaugurated for 
their improvement. The greatest difficulty 
to contend against is the migratory character 
of the boys, who, in the hope of making more 
money, drift away to other cities only to find 
thatthey have not bettered their financial 
condition. In many cases the boys return to 
St. Louis fully convinced that the institution 
for their benefit here is the best that they 
can find in the western country. The 
evening school at the home is well 
attended, and the young students are re- 
ported as making rapid progress in the ele- 
mentary studies which are there taught. 
The boarders at the Newsboys’ Home are di- 
rectly interested in the sale of the Newsboys’ 
liome Gazette, which they dispose of when 
not employed 1n selling the daily papers. The 
profits on this periodical,issued for their ben- 
efit, enable them many times to ay the 
mall amount required for their board at the 
home.

Tne United States Circuit Court went into 
session this morning at 10 o’clock to dispose 
of the last remaining comacker, .Mrs. Annie 
Pollard, alias Annie Thomas. The court. room 
was crowded with jurymen, and 
quite a number of people were present as 


witnesses. The jurymen were first called to 
their places, and before the trial was begun 
Judge John M. Krum arose and asked leave 
to file a motion in the Bie- 
busch cuse fora new trial. Leave was granted 
by Judge Treat, and the motion will be filed 
time to-day. It will be 
argu before Judge Mc- 
Crary in the next month. The case of the 
United States against Annie Pollard was then 
called. The reporters sharpened their pen- 
cils, andthe spectators settled themse:ves 
more comfortably in their seats when Mr. 
Estes, the prisoner’s attorney, arose and said: 
By agreement with the District Attorney, 
your Honor, we plead guilty.’’ At this 
there was quite a buzz throughout 
the court-room, while Mr. Bliss arose and 
asked for the sentence. The judge after some 
further consultation with the attorneys sen- 
tenced Mrs. Thomas to four months’ imprison- 
ment in the County Jail. to date from Octo- 
ber 22. He said that while marital influence 
could not be regarded in law, it could be 
made an element in the assessment of punish- 
ment, Which wasthe reason that the sentence 
was so light. The Judge was evidently in the 
best of humor, and. having disposed of the 
Thomas case, he turned to the jury and said. 
„Gentlemen, you have served long and 
arduously and done vour duty well, and as I 
want to get you all back to your families by 
Christmas time, Lam going to discharge you 
all. Go up tothe Marsnal’s office and then 
go home, and hope vou will all enjoy a 
merry Christmas and a happy New Lear.“

ofthe Deputy Marshal, discharging the 
[ear emoustnes had a Wintry suggestion of the 
olidays in it.

and, when sentence was passed, she seemed 
about to faint. She pulled together again, 
however, and left the court-room bravely. 
The troup of jurymen and witnesses went

Grand Opera-house — The Banker’s 
Daughter. 


The Banker’s Daughter,’’ produced last 
evening, was a success. Bronson Howard’s 
play contains some crisp, bright and sparkling 
dialogue, but occasionally it drags. As pre- 
sented last evening it was the vein of comedy 
rurring throughout that most largely con- 
tributed to its success, the emotional ele- 
ments only here andthere exercising any in- 
fluence on the audience. The plot of this 
celebrated Union Square society drama was 
given in these columns on Saturday. Lilian, 
„the Banker’s Daughter,“ was personated 
by Miss Marie Wainwright. It 
is essentially an emotional role, and Miss 
Wainwright cleverly portrayed it.

RIOTING IN CHURCH. 


The Troubles Which Divided a Pitte- 
burg Congregation. 
[Sundav Telegram to the Chicago Times.] 
For a long time there bas been trouble in 
the First Reformed Presbyterian Church of 
this city, growing out of the call on Rev. 
Nevin Woodside, of Brooklyn, to serve as 
pastor of the congregation. At the time the 
vyaeancy existed the disposition of a majority 
ofthe members in favor of Rev. Woodside 


occasioned a great deal of bickering and bad 
blood. When his election was announced a 
very lively protest was entered, and the anti- 
Woodside members made no secret 
of the fact that they would net permit him to 
occupy the pulpit, andasa reason for their 
hostility charged that Rev. Woodside’s friends 
used unfair means to secure bis election, and 
voted by proxy ballots men who had no claims 
to membership, and secured proxies by gar- 
bled and deceitful statements. Sides were 
rapidly taken for and against Woodside, and 
war between the two factions was carried on 
with’a vigor much more forcible than com- 
mendable, culminating this afiernoon in an 
ugly riot within the church. The advent of 
Rev. Woodside created as much discussion as 
his election to the vacancy in the church, 
and on the Sabbath on whieh he 
was to deliver his initial sermon the anti- 
Woodside members barricaded the doors and 
announced their determination to keep him 
out and prevent the place. as they say, from 
veing defiled by his presence. While the 
barricade was going on the Woodside people 
kept elose watch on the energetic protestants. 
who on Saturday night had control of the 
building, and they got up a counter move- 
ment for a later hour that succeeded in giving 
them possession of the church and control 
ofthe services next morning. They went 
in through the windows, took off the lock 
and replaced it witli an improved Woodside 
loek. Woodside preached his first sermon 
without molestation, and for several subse- 
quent Sabbaths suceceded in keeping the mob 
in abeyance. During this time, however, the 
Jlouston-Munn crowd, as the anti- Woodside 
people were called, took the matter into court, 
and the court decided that as members they 
had a right to protest, but there was no law 
to prevent the enjoyment ofthe same richts 
by people who espouse the cause of Rev. 
Woodside. The Synod was then applied to. aud 
inthe interim the clash was kept up in 
the church, and both sides held meetings and 
services at different houses. To-day both 
sides met in chureh, when a remark was made 
by an anti- Woodsider whicb brought the rev- 
erend gentleman to his feet, pulling off his 
coat at the same time. which was the signal 
for a general riot.

PARIS IN THE SNOW. 


The Kind of Winter They are Having 
on the Other Side of the Water. 


[Paris Correspondence of the London Standard. | 

The aspect of Paris at the present moment 
is more like a Siberian town than the gay cap- 
ital of France. Such a sudden and copious 
fall of snow is not within the memory of those 
born in the present century. The town 
throughout is wrapped in au ermine mantle, 
varying from three fuches to three feet in 
thickness. The roads are no longer visible 
from the pavements.

ersonal nature. Take Delane,of the London 
limes, as an example. Although he w elidel 
a potent influence, and was, in fact, one of 
the most influential men in kngland, be never 
aspired to be and, in fact, never was anything 
but plain John Delane, editor. Here in 
Americs journalism is more personal, In 
Philadelphia, Mr. Childs is an example; in 
New York, Mr. Bennett.

Another large 
batch of negroes is said to be en route 
hither from the South, and before the 
violets bloom we will probably have them 
swarming about us like flies. It is no more 
than common charity to take care of these 
starving and homeless people in our midst:

Ir has long been a fact challenging study 
and investigation that the French people 
cling to their native soil and are less inclined 
to emigration than most other European na- 
tions. In this country and Canada we are in- 
debted for our French population to the Hu- 
uesot persecutions and to the troublous po- 
litical revolutions and not to auy failure on 
the part of the soil of France to give nour- 
ishment to her children. There is a promise 
now, however, of considerable French immi- 
gration to this country next year. Mr. Jack- 
son, Superintendent of Castle Garden, New 
York, has received a communication, under 
date of November 27, from Eugene Humbert, 
of Petite Raon (pres de Senones), France, 
in which the latter states that he has been 
requested by a large number of families in 
that vicinity to inquire concerning the pros- 
pects for immigrants in this country. Among 
other questions Mr. Humbert asks 
if French workmen are well re- 
ceived in the States of Massachusetts, Ver- 
mont and Rhode Island, and if there is a cer- 
tainty of their obtaining employment in the 
cotton manufad ories. He wants to know the 
wages paid to cotton spinners or weavers aad 
the average price of lodgings for families and 
of board for single men and women. He says 
that there is a small industry at Petite Raon, 
which consists in buying from cotton weavers 
and spinners the gleanings that have been 
used to clean the looms, washing them and 
finally selling them to such factories as do not 
manufacture cotton, as well asto railroads 
and steamers to clean their machinery, and he 
wants to know whether this industry exists in 
the United States. He also asks which State is 
the best for agriculturists to settle im, and 
inquires as tothe kind of land sold by the 
Government and offered to settlers by the 
railroads. The lumber dealers of his see- 
tion, he says, want to know if the United 
States Government still sells woods, well lo- 
cated in a commercial sense, and at what 
prices such woods can be purchased. These 
lumbeg dealers, he states, would like to be 
— convenient to roads, so that they could 
sell to the interior and export to Europe at as 


little expense as possible. Mr. Humbert then 


announces that a number of families, consist- 
ing of evertwo hundred persons, intend to 
emigrate to this country, and that the greater 
number ef them will leave next March and 
April. Three families of twenty souls intend 
to start about Christmas. He claims that if 
these two hundred immigrants are pleased 
with America, a larger number will leave 
every year, because his section has been over- 
run since 1872 with natives of Alsace and Lor- 
raine, Who cannot get along and who do not 
wish to return to their native land. If our 
local societies are only prompt and alert, per- 
haps Missouri can secure a share of these de- 
sirable emigrants. The matter is worth look- 
ing after. 


NOTHING has ever been more remarkable 
in our political history than the rise and fall 
of Grangerism in tbe Northwest. The Chi- 
cago Tribune calls attention to the fact that in 
Iowa in 1872 there were in round numbers 
2. 100 Granges, with a membership of 40,009, 
Now there are only 200 Granges, with a mem- 
bership of 5,000. The figures for Wisconsin 
and Illinois, says the Tribune, would, no 
doubt, show a similar result if they could be 
procured. The Granges gotinto the control 
of politicians and office-seekers, who diverted 
them from their original purpose and made 
them macbines for promoting their own self- 
ish ambition. In Wisconsin in 1873 the 
Grange element elected William R. Taylor 
Governor and Barrows Speaker of the Assem- 
bly, and entered upon a system of agrarian 
legislation that nearly ruined the State.

A Fight for a Wager Between a St. Louis 
Bruiser and a Bleod-Hound. 


How It Came Off Last Night Unknown to 
the Police—A Frightful Sceue— The 
Man Finally Downs the 
Ferocious Canine.

Perhaps the most degrading and wretched 
piece ot alleged ‘‘sport’’ yet chronicled in St. 
Louis was a fignt last night between a well- 
known light-weight boxer and a Siberian 
bloodhound, the property of a gentleman who 
has tor years been in command of one of the 
hest boats on the Upper River. The prelimin- 
aries of the contest were arranged ina sport- 
ing saloon on Sixth street, where in fact the 
idea originated, partly in banter and 
partly in earnest. A  PosST-DISPATCH 
reporter was told by the gentieman who gave 
away the information that the fight had its 
originin aremark of Patsy Brennan’s to the 
effect that he never saw a dog of which he was 
atraid. Capt. at once replied that he 
bad a dog o1 which most people were ibclined 
to steer clear, a statement which was at once 
met by an offer to fight the dog without weap- 
ons for $250. After much discus- 
sion the bet was taken and 
the preliminaries arranged by the persons who 
know just howsuch a fight should be arranged. 
Everybody that knows old St. Louis recollects 
the number ot cock and dog fights that used to 
take place in the neighborhood of the Harlem 
House Bridge, and the recent disuse of that 
localitv made it all the more secure for a con- 
test like this, at which it was the inten- 
tion te have very few spectators. In 
A little picnic of this kind 


the persons most avoided after the police 
are the gentlemen of the press, but a reporter 
of the Post-DISPATCH was able to elude the 
vigilance of the Cerberus,who gadmitted the 
party intothe Sixth street saloon, whence 
hucks were tuken to 

THE SCENE OF BATTLE. 

The reporter was given a seat in the hack 
which was carrying the bloodhound, his mas- 
ter and trainer, and for a little while a nervous 
seatitwss. The dog was of the very largest 
breed, resembling more a calf in size than 
a dog, and its muscles were us hard 
as non. It seemed to be nothing but muscle. 
Its heud and face were the most repulsive that 
ever were carried by a dog. The long, pendu- 
lous ears, Wrinkling and almost bare, formed a 
sort of frame for the most villainous counte- 
neunce. The eyes were small, viack and beady, 
and the lips heug down far over the teeth. 
They were drawn up, bowever, constantly 
during the carriage ride, and a sudden rasping 
snarl was sounded each time the shaking of 
the carrisge jarred him one way or che 
other. His owner sat at his head, hoiding the 
spiged collar With both hands, and keeping 
the dog calm with voice and hand. The hack 
took its wav rapidly out Fitth to Broadway, 
aundthen out the Belletontaine Road, passing 
the Hurlem House and, turning to tie lett on 
the dirt road, passed Holy Trinity Cemetry, 
und cameto a stop just this side of Florissant 
avenue. A littie group ot men were standing 
beside an old stale, evidently waiting 
for his Siberian wajesty, and as soon as the 
hack discharged its loud the whole party 
moved into the building, which was soon lit 
up, atter a manner, with some five or six lau- 
terns which were hung from tbe rafters. 
Among thosein attendance the reporter no- 
ticed un ex-Police Commissioner and an ex- 
Judge, three members of the House of Dele- 
gates,u very prominent physician and several 
business men. The balance ot the party were 
sporting characters pure and simple. 

In afew moments the straw was swept clear 
midaie ot the barn, and 
the two combatunts were got ready 
for Lattlo. zrennan was dressed 
in heavy corduroy pants, thick soled bouts and 
a heavy felt shirt which buttoned Closeiy 
around bis throat and came up well under his 
chin; he had heavy buckskin gloves on, and 
the only exposed part of his body was his face 
and shortly-cropped hair. There was an im- 
mediate kick by the backers of the dog when 
they saw bow Brennan had dressed himself.

Atthisthere was a general and hot discus- 
sion among the backers ot canine and beuiser, 
and the matter was only settled by 
the referec, Mr. „u junior partner in a 
Main street grocery house, who said thatthe 
agreement was plain that Brennan was to 
fight without weapons, mesning either of of- 
fense or defense, and consequently he was 
obhged to strip, which he did ing corner otſthe 
room amid the jeers of those who were back 
ing the blood-hound. He soon came forward, 
naked to the waist, but with a little hesitaiion, 
which was keenly noted by those who were 
betting on bis canine opponent. The dog was

trainer, two members of tne st. Louis Kennel 
Club being most interested in the process, 
and as soon as these preliminaries 
were concluded the betting began flervely, 
the odas being all in favor of tne dog. 4 
hundred even that the dog takes first blood, 
Twenty to fifteen on Ager, %% Puke you,’’ 
and similar cries, diverted the attention from 
the combatants for a moment while they were 
being placed. Capt — had much difficulty in 
holding the Siberian until time was called, und 
then with ajvicious ‘‘sick him, Tige, the blood 
hound was released and leaped straight for the 
throat of the prize tighter, who sprang to one 
side and caught the dog a terrible body blow 
as he went by, turning Lim completely inthe 
air and making Tige come down heavily 
upon his back. The next second he was in his 
trainer’s hands, andthe betting became fu- 
rious. One gentleman, a member of the House, 
within threé minutes had put up over 18700 on 
the dog, even,and odds either way were eager- 
ly snatched up. The referee again called time, 
and in this round Brennan lost his luck. Tiger, 
made more cautious by his first rude rebuff, 
circied round and round his human antago- 
nist, snarling horribly, and apparently guip- 
ing down his rage. He made severat feints, 
but Brennan was watching him tooclosely to be 
thrown off his guard. All this 
time the crowd in the barn were almost frantic 
with excitement, yelling at their favorites and 
enconraging hound and man by every expedi- 
ent they could think ef. 
within three feet of Patsy and made hi«spring, 
He wos met by a terrible blow straight from the 
shoulder which made the blood fly from his 
nose and mouth, but he was too close to be 
evaded, and in the same instant 

HIS TEETIL GROUND INTO THE SHOULDER 
of his human antagonist,and, borne backward 
by the weight, Brennan sank sjowly tothe floor, 
his fsce diawn and white with pain, but with A 
scowlon his brow that meant mischief. The 
blood gushed from his mangled shoulder, 
and almost as soon a8 be was fairly on tue 
ground he got both his hands into Tiger's 
mouth and tugged at the closing jaws. He had 
to take a second grip, choosing the long lips of 
his enemy this time and tearing them bad! 
before the hound released his hold, and both 
the fighters were taken from each other by 
their friends. The PostT-DISPATCH reporter 
was standing just over Brennan as his seconds 
attended to his wounds, and had a good chauce 
to examine the fearful execution which a 
bloedhound’s teeth can make in a very few 
seconds, The collar bone was already bare 
and the laceration ot the shoulder 
was simply horrible.

KEATON AGAINST ST. CHARLES COUNTY, 

The case of 5. D. Eaton guiust the County 
of St. Charles is an action for damages for 4 
breach of contract which is alleged to be made 
under the provisions of the swamp land act.

From the evidence it appearsthat on the 2 
ot August, 1874, a petition signed by owners o 
3,000 acres of Swamp land in that county, sag 
to be a mujority of owners, was made to the 
County Court asking to have the land reclaim. 
ed. Commissioners were appointed for that 
purpose. At the next meeting of the court a 
— was presented against the proposed 

mprovement, stuting that the same would re. 
sultin overflowing the last petitioners’ land 
sitnated in that county. 

New commis-ioners were appointed and the 
work uwairded to Eaton and others. 

The court subsequently after a trial revoked 
the appointment of the cowmissioners, on tie 
groundthat the appointment had not bees 
wude ip conformity to law. 


Eaton notified the County Court that he Wu 


reudy to proceed with the work under the con. 
tract, and introduced evidence to sho that 
he bud expended $900 in preparation, and 
periormed work to the amount of $200. The 
present Court rendered the decision that the 
proceedings ot the County Court in appointing 
cCOlInmissioners wasirregularand void. The 
contract nade by these commissioners ale 
being void, no damages against the county 
cun be maintained for the breach. 

The judgment of the Circuit Court was there- 
fore aflirmed. 

WIDOW 8 RIGHTS. 2

‘*Well,’’ said Mr. Miles Sells, ‘‘I’ll tell you 
whatl think, that if Mr. Partridge and the 
other gentiemen of the Provident Association 


hea exerted themselves last spring 
witb an ounce of prevention 
they would not need the 


pound of cure now forthe exodus. As a mat- 
ter ol fact the Republican party here, of which 
Mr. Purtridge is a shining light, did all in their 
powerto bring those negroes North, offered 
every inducement, sent emissaries down 
through the South, who deliberately lied about 
Kansas sto tue Garkies, and now that 
they have tne elephant upon their 
hands, we must help to find provender for 
him. Partridge seems in aquandary about the 
mutter, butthereis a very easv roadountof the 
agificuity.
